The New €lothes Rationing Book 


(1) The clothing book is bound inside the food book so that 
they can be issued as one document by the Local Food Offices. 
This will save considerable time both for the public and for the 
officials responsible for the distribution of the book. 

(2) As already announced it is intended to begin the issue 
uf the combined books in some areas on 17th May. Distribution 
will be spread over a number of weeks and should be completed 
before the end of July. It will be announced locally when people, 
according to their surname initials, should call for their books. 

(3) It is not intended that the clothing book should be kept 
inside the food book. On the front cover of the clothing book 
is the following instruction which should be carefully observed :— 

“Detach this book at once and keep it safely—it is your only 

means of buying clothing.” 
There are also instructions on the front cover about how to 
detach the book: ‘“ Hold pages 1-7 in one hand and cut along 
this line.” This is quite a simple operation but care should be 
taken to cut along the line. If the staples of the book are dis- 
turbed it will spoil the clothing book. All clothing books should 
be carefully examined by the persons receiving them before they 
leave the Food Office, and any missing voupon pages reported 
at once. It may not be possible to rectify any mistakes which 
are not reported before the person leaves the Food Office. 

(4) The holder’s name and full postal address must be written 


on the cover before the book can be used. This should be done . 


when the clothing book is detached from the food book. 

(5) After the clothing book has been detached and the name 
and address written on the cover, it should be put away carefully 
ina safe place until it is to be used. 

(6) Inside the book issued to adults will be found three pages 
of coupons. The first page of coupons, i.e., page III, coloured 
yellow, contains 16 ordinary size clothing coupons and 2 large 
ones. These larger coupons are designed to be cut diagonally 
into quarters, but it is not possible at this stage to make an 
announcement as to their use. ‘Traders should refrain from 
cutting out the large coupons until the other coupons in the page 
have been used. 

(7) On the second page of clothing coupons, i.e., Page IV, 
the arrangement of coupons is similar to that on the first except 
that 8 of the ordinary size coupons are coloured dark grey and 
the rest of the coupons are purple, in case it should be decided to 
divide up the period for which the second page has to last. 

(8) At the top of the third coupon page, e.g., Page V, there 
we 4 large oblong coupons across which is printed the word 

Token.” The value to be assigned to them will be announced 
later when the. size of the next clothing ration is fixed. Their 
value will depend on the supply position which in turn must be 
governed by the progress of the war, and on the length of the 
Period for which a group of coupons has to last ; it will, however, 
be somewhere between nought and three. The device of Token 
‘oupons had to be adopted since books must be printed some 
_— ahead of the date at which the size of the ration can be 


(9) The other coupons on Page V are not clothing coupons 
4nd cannot be used unless and until an announcement is made 
about them. 

(10) There will be no separate household coupons but the 
decision on the size of the ration will take account of the fact 
that towels are now on the ration. 

(11) It is not intended to reduce the present supplementary 

wances for children. In the books issued to children up to 
16 years old there is an extra page of yellow clothing coupons. 


This sheet contains 10 coupons which will, as before, be the 
supplement for all children up to 16 years. There is also a 
“Token ’’ coupon. The value of this, if it is to be used, will be 
decided when the size of the basic ration is fixed. 

(12) The new books will not be valid until Ist September and 
only the current 1942-43 books may be used until then. The 
public and traders are reminded that it is illegal to use or to 
deposit coupons before they become valid. All the clothing 
coupons in this 1942-43 book, i.e. green, brown and red, will, of 
course, remain valid after the’new book has come into use and 
until further notice. At least a month’s warning will be given 
should it be decided to terminate the currency of any clothing 
coupons. ‘ 


Non-Utility Cloth and Apparel and 
Household Textiles 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the General Apparel and 
Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) (No. 2) Order, 1943 (S. R. 
& O. 1943 No. 708) and the General Household Textiles and 
Bedding (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 710), price ld. each, modifying the retail percentage 
margins for non-utility cloth and apparel and household textiles 
on which Purchase Tax is now chargeable at the rate of 100 
per cent. The percentage margins formerly allowed are reduced 
in the case of goods which have borne tax at this rate so that the 
actual return to the retailer will be approximately the same as 
it would have been had there been no increase in tax. Thus the 
existing margins of 42-86 per cent., 50 per cent. and 60 per cent. 
of the price paid remain for all goods on which tax has been paid 
at the lower rates ; for those goods on which the tax has actually 
been paid at 100 per cent. the corresponding margins will be 
35 per cent., 42-86 per cent. and 50 per cent. of the price paid. 

The amendments take the form of reprinting the tables of 
percentages scheduled to these Orders with a fourth column 
added which contains the new percentages applicable to goods 
on which tax has been paid at the rate of 100 per cent. 

The goods affected by these changes are all goods upon which 
tax is paid at 100 per cent. covered by the General Apparel and 
Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1942, and by the 
General Household Textiles and Bedding (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) Order, 1942 (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist 
August 1942, page 356), the main categories being non-utility 
cloth, apparel (including fur apparel) haberdashery, millinery, 
bed covers, quilts, cushions, bolsters, table-cloths, etc. The 
Orders also provide that where the maximum price is the current 
price on 30th June 1942, and the Purchase Tax now paid on the 
goods exceeds the tax that was paid at that date, the excess tax 
may be added to the current price. Certain alterations are also 
made in the Related Price Lists. These Orders will come into 
force on 3lst May 1943. 

These Orders are intended to stabilise the position pending 
the general review of the margins for non-utility textiles and their 
conversion to an ex-tax basis which, as already announced, will 
be undertaken as soon as possible. After discussion with the 
retail trade associations mainly concerned the Board of Trade 
do not propose to make any alteration for the time being in the 
margins for utility textiles from which Purchase Tax has been 
removed. The removal of the tax will bring these into line 
with, those already in force for other classes of utility textile 
goods. Any provisional alteration of the margins would be 
liable to cause anomalies and confusion. The Board of Trade 
have already invited retail trade associations to furnish them 
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with up-to-date figures of trading expenses based on enquiry 
among their members and‘ in the light of these an early review 
of the position will be undertaken. 


Overalls « 


The Board of Trade have made the Utility Apparel;(Overalls) 
Directions 1943 (S. R. & O. No. 698, price 3d.),under the Apparel 
and Textiles Order 1942, which will come into force on 24th May 
1943. These Directions consolidate and replace the previous 
provisions relating to the manufacture of industrial and domestic 
overalls, : 

The main changes are as follows :— 

Utility cloths 

(1) Two new cloths have been added to the domestic overall 
group, viz. 3063 and 3064, details of which may be found in the 
Woven Non-Wool Cloth (No. 5) Directions, 1943 (see the “‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 8th May 1943, page 177). These two cloths 
and the 3060-3062 group may only be made into the sleeveless 
wrapover, the Empire slip-on and the open back overall (schedules 
1, 2 and 3 of B.S./BOT.5). 

(2) In order to increase the production of domestic overalls, 
sleeveless wrapover, Empire slip-on and open back overalls may 
now be made from certain cotton dress cloths, specification 
Nos. 3043, 3045 and 3050-3055 (inclusive) and the open back 
style may now be made from the Spun Rayon Cleth No. 1005. 

(3) In future the halter collar pinarette and the domestic 
smock (schedules 4 and 5 of B.S./BOT.5) may only be made 
from cloths 401 and 1005. In order, however, to allow manu- 
facturers to complete orders already in hand, cloths 306 and 
3060-3062 may be used for these two styles until 19th June 1943. 
All garments in process of manufacture must be completed by 
that date. 

(4) Prices are now provided for industrial overalls made from 
3113 dyed and fully shrunk and there are separate prices for 
3119 dyed brown and blue. 3116 may now be made into women’s 
industrial overall jackets. 


Variations of overriding maxima 

(5) An increase of 25 per cent. on the ceiling price is now 
allowed for specials, i.e., overalls which :— 

(a) Are not of any stock size specified in B.S./BOT.4, and could 
not be produced by minor adaptations to such a stock size 

(6) Are made to a customer’s own measurements and 

(c) Are marked with a label bearing the word “special.” 

(6) The existing uplift of 12} per cent. for the ceiling price of 
industrial overalls supplied to retailers is extended so as to apply 
to sales to all persons other than wholesalers. 


Overall specifications 

It has been brought to the notice of the Board of Trade that 
some makers-up are misinterpreting the provisions of the Related 
Schedule No. 5 issued under the Utility Apparel (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1943 (see the “Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3rd April 1943, page 126). Certain of the garments 
specified in this Schedule, such as house frocks, housecoat 
overalls and grocers’ short white jackets can no longer be manu- 
factured as they are not included in the British Standard 
Specifications B.S./BOT.5 and B.S./BOT.4. The Related 
Schedule No. 5 in no way alters this position. The prices given 
in this Schedule for overalls not included in either of the above 
B.S.1. specifications are provided merely to cover the sale of 
any stocks of these garments, made before the style restrictions 
came into force, which are still in the hands of wholesalers and 
retailers. 


Price-Controlled Goods (Invoices) Order 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Xegulation Committee, have made the Price-controlled Goods 
(Invoices) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 604, price 1d.), 
replacing the 1941 Order of the same title, which is revoked. 
This Order is made under Sections 13 and 14 of the Goods and 
Services (Price Control) Act and comes into force on Ist June 
1943. 

The new Order differs from the Order which has been revoked 
mainly in specifying more closely the details which must be stated 
on an invoice and particularly in describing the goods invoiced. 
Invoices must contain the following particulars :— 


(i) The name of, and the address of the principal place of 
business of, the seller ; 

(ii) The name of the buyer and, if another person, of the person 
to whom the goods are being or will be sent, and the address to 
which the goods are being or will be sent ; 

(iii) A sufficient description of the goods to which the invoice 
relates, and in particular the numbers ‘or quantities thereof and 
also the sizes in cases in which size is a relevant factor in relation 
to the price charged ; 

(iv) The price paid or payable in respect of each item in® the 
invoice ; . 

(v) Any discount (whether conditional or not) allowed or to 
be allowed in respect of any item on the invoice ; 
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(vi) Any delivery charges payable by the buyer in respect of 
any item in the invoice ; and 

(vii) The date of the sale of each item in the invoice and the 
date on which the invoice is furnished. 


These particulars are in the main the same as those required 
by the previous Order, but items (v) (discounts) and (vi) (delivery 
charges) are new. Further, the size of an article must now also 
be shown on the invoice in cases where the price varies according 
to size. 

The Order further requires that an invoice shall show any code 
word, letter or number required to identify goods with any 
specification laid down in an Order made under the Goods and 
Services (Price Control) Act, 1941, or in an Order made under 
the Defence Regulations, and in cases where the goods are utility 
goods the word “ utility.” In such cases the word “ utility” 
must immediately precede any specification number or letter, 
The invoice must also show any code word, letter or number 
prescribed by Directions for identifying the manufacturer of. the 
goods. These provisions apply to ali goods and not to cloth and 
clothing only. 

The provisions regarding furnishing and preserving invoices 
and requiring a trader to report failure to receive an invoice to 
the Local Price Regulation Committee remain in the new Order 
as they were in the old one. The Order applies only to trans. 
actions between traders and does not require invoices to be given 
to members of the public not buying*in the course of a business, 

The Order does not apply*where maximum prices are fixed 
by or under Orders made by the Board of Trade under Defence 
Regulations, but the Utility Goods (Invoices) Directions 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 696, price 1d.) have been made under the 
Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 30th May 1942, page 271), laying down substantially 
similar requirements in respect of invoices for goods. controlled 
under that Order. Similar Directions will shortly be issued 
applying to goods controlled under other Orders (e.g., pottery). 


New Order Controlling Prices of Standard 
Wedding Rings 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Standard Weddings Rings 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 654, price 1d.) 
which revokes the Standard Wedding Rings (Maximum Prices) 
(No. 2) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 14th 
September 1942, page 420) and fixes new maximum prices for 
standard weddings rings exclusive of Purchase Tax. These prices 
are as follows :— 
for rings weighing not less than 1 pennyweight 21 grains or moré 
than 2 pennyweights 3 zrains— 

(i) on a sale by a manufacturer to a wholesaler, the sum of 10s, 
(exclusive of Purchase Tax) 

(ii) on a sale by a manufacturer or a wholesaler to a retailer, 
the sum of 11s. 3d. (exclusive of Purchase Tax) 

(iii) on a sale by a retailer the sum of 18s. 6d., together with, 
in a case in which Purchase Tax has been paid or is payable, im 
respect of that ring, at the rate of— 

(a) 66% per cent. the sum of 7s. 4d., or 

(6) 100 per cent. the sum of I1s. 3d. 

This means that on a sale to the public the maximum price for 
a standard wedding ring of the above weight will be 25s. Md. if 
the Purchase Tax paid was at the rate of 66% per cent., oF 
29s. 9d. if the Purchase Tax paid was at the rate of 100 per cent. 

Rings weighing less than 1 pennyweight 21 grains must be 
priced proportionately, according to the actual weight of the 
ring. 


Commodity Insurance Scheme 


WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 (PART II.) 


The Board of Trade have, with the approval of the Treasury, 
decided that, in respect of the period beginning 3rd June 1943, 
and ending 2nd September 1943, the rate of premium payable 
under any policy issued under the Commodity Insurance Scheme 
shall continue to be at the rate of 2s. 6d. per cent. per month. 
The monthly and three-monthly policies for a fixed sum and 
three-monthly adjustable policies previously issued will be 
continued. Effect has been given to this decision by the Wat 
Risks (Commodity Insurance) (No. 2) Order, 1943 (S. R. & 0. 
1943 No. 715, price 1d.). This Order also frees the following 
goods from compulsory insurance :— 


“‘ Goods on board a ship being goods for sale to the officers of 


crew or passengers of that ship.” 


Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) (No. 3) 
Order, 1943 


The Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) (No. 2) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 697, price 1d.) extends the provisions of the 
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current Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) Order (see the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 5th December 1942, page 527) for three 
months, and there is no change in the present quota rate. During 
the months of June, July and August, registered manufacturers 
may therefore supply polishes up to 25 per cent. of the value of 
controlled goods supplied by them during the Standard Period, 
ie., the six months ended 30th November, 1939. 


Powder Puffs 


Traders are reminded that the ‘manufacture of powder-pufis 
except under licence is prohibited by the Miscellaneous Goods 
(Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 3) Order, 1943 
(see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th February 1943, 
page 53). Licences permitting the continued manufacture of 


exceptional cases where they are satisfied that the labour and 
raw materials required cannot be put to better use. In view of 
the necessity for conserving supplies of textile materials, the 
Board will in no circumstances licence the manufacture of 
powder-puffs comprising a handkerchief or other textile material 
greater than 9 square inches in area.

Government Road Haulage Organisation

concerned are advised to submit their applications without 
y delay. 

Forms of application and a document giving the Conditions 
and Terms of Hire are available at sub-district offices of the 
Ministry. Completed forms (in duplicate) should be returned 
to the sub-district office through which fuel ration coupons are 
issued. 

Shortly after the closing date all general haulage traffic for 
distances of 60 or more road miles will be brought under control, 
and fuel will not normally be available for its movement except 
through the Ministry’s Roal Haulage Organisafion.

The Institute of Metals 


The thirty-third annual May Lecture of the Institute of 
Metals was delivered by Professor G. P. Thomson, D.Sc., F.R.S., 
in the hall of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers on 19th 
May, the subject being “ Electron Diffraction.” The chair was 
taken by Lt.-Col. the Hon. R. M. Preston, D.S.O. (Immediate 
Past-President), in the absence, owing to illness, of the President 
(Lt.-Col. Sir John Greenly), 

Professor Thomson began by giving an elementary account 
of the theory of electron diffraction, pointing out that electrons 
could be diffracted by crystalline.materials much as X-rays were. 
The effect might thus be used to investigate crystal structures 
and was especially useful for dealing with thin surface layers. 
From the very many applications that had been found for the 
method of electron diffraction, the lecturer then selected a few 
of particular interest to the metallurgist for detailed discussion 
and illustration. These included the study of the nature of the 
polished layer on metals, the orientation of oil molecules during 
boundary lubrication, and the structure and orientation of 
crystals deposited by sputtering or electrolysis on other crystal 
surfaces and of compounds formed in the solid state by chemical 
action on crystalline solids.

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VARNISH CAMBRIC INSULATED CABLES 
FOR ELECTRICITY SUPPLY 


The shortage of rubber, paper and other materials has already 
brought about a number of changes in wiring and cable practice, 
and for certain purposes increasing use is being made of varnished 
cambric insulated cables, which were at one time used mainly 
on board ship. Particular interest therefore is attached to the 
appearance of a revision of the, British Standard Specification 
for this type of cable-which has been published as B.S. 608-1943. 

There will probably be restrictsons on supplies of varnished 
cambric from time to time, and it cannot therefore be assumed 
that cambric-insulated cables will replace rubber cables to an 
unlimited extent. The revision of B.S. 608 does, however, bring 
the specification into line with current manufacturing practice 
and will no doubt encourage the use of this alternative to rubber 
cables as far as availability will permit.

FLEXIBLE TRAILING CABLES FOR 
QUARRIES AND METALLIFEROUS MINES 


This new specification is intended to cover the requirements 
relating to flexible cables contained in various Statutory Rules and 
Orders. The specification does not include collectively screened 
cables which are provided for in B.S. 708, but such collectively 
screened cables are not recommended for use in open-cast 
workings or in any other conditions where the cable is exposed 
to the elements. The Specification B.S. 1116 prevides for pliable 
armoured cables, both 3-core and 4-core up to 600 volts, and 
4-core up to 3,300 volts. Individually screened cables, both 
3-core and 4-core, up to 660 volts are also included.

WAR EMERGENCY SPECIFICATION FOR FINE 
RESISTANCE WIRE FOR TELECOMMUNICATION 
AND SIMILAR PURPOSES 


This specification has been issued to meet the requirements 
of Government Departments for fine resistance wires with 
considerably closer tolerances than those permitted in B.S.115, 
Metallic Resistance Materials. To supply materials complying 
with this new specification involves special selection, and it is 
therefore necessary that some control be exercised over the use 
of the material. It is therefore understood that the material 
may be used only under licence from the Ministry of Aircraft 
Production. For all ordinary purposes B.S. 115 will still apply.

FLAMEPROOF HAND-HELD ELECTRIC DRILLING 
MACHINES, PRIMARILY FOR USE IN MINES 


A specification for hand-held electric drilling machines has 
just been issued by the British Standards Institution as B.S. 
1090-1943. This covers machines such as are used in large 
numbers in coal mines for drilling shot holes in coal, and also in 
stone for blasting. 

Such machines, substantially of the type in use to-day, were 
first introduced from the Continent in 1926 and owing to the 
saving of time etfected, as compared with hand boring with a 
ratchet drill, the demand grew quickly and was ultimately 
catered for by British-made machines. 

When first introduced, and for some time afterwards, the 
motor was controlled by making and breaking the line current 
directly, by means of a grip switch in the handle. 

Owing to limitations of space and weight, it resulted that the 
wear and tear of the switch contacts was rapid but by the appli- 
cation of remote control, for which this specification provides, 
the duty of the grip switch was limited to breaking the control 
circuit, with corresponding reduction of maintenance. 

However, to meet the requirements of the overseas market, 
this specification admits either direct or remote control. 

These drilling machines are only designed to be driven by a 
squirrel-cage 3-phase induction motor, with a voltage limit 
between lines of 125 volts. 

Some of these machines are designed for 150 cycles and this 
requires the interposition of a frequency changer, which also 
effects the voltage transformation. 


Where the general system is direct current, a motor-generator - 


is used to provide the low-voltage 3-phase circuit for the drilling 
machine.

Canada 


NEW WATER POWER INSTALLATIONS 


According to Bulletin No. 2100—Water Power Resources of 
Canada—issued by the Department of Mines and Resources, 
Surveys and Engineering Branch, Dominion Water and Power 
Bureau, Ottawa, new water-power installations during 1942 
totalled 378,600 horse pcwer which with a 2,200-h.p. unit 
installed in 1941 but not reported until after the end of the year 
brings Canada’s total hydraulic development as at lst January 
1943 to 9,225,838 h.p. Construction now in progress will add 
one million h.p. more in the course of the next 18 months. 

In British Columbia the West Canadian Hydro-Electric Cor- 
poration installed a second unit, 3,800 h.p. in its generating station 
at Shuswap Falls increasing its capacity to 7,600 h.p. 

The West Kootenay Power and Light Company (Consolidated 
V.ining and Smelting Company) is constructing its fifth generating 
station on the Kootenay River which will then be fully deve- 
loped. The station, at Brilliant, is designed for four identical 
generating units of 34,000 h.p. each. 

In Alberta the Calgary Power Company’s Minnewanka Plant 
of 23,000 h.p. commenced operation in October 1942. It is 
interconnected with the company’s four other generating stations 
and was constructed to provide power for an extensive electro- 
chemical munitions industry. The enlargement of the company’s 
storage reservoir on Upper Kananaskis Lake and the construc- 
tion of storage facilities on Lake Minnewanka provides additional 
water for all the plants. 

As a large proportion of Canada’s heavy industry war pro- 
duction is located in Ontario that province’s supply of developed 
and imported power has had to be greatly augmented. ‘The 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario which generates 
75 per cent. of the power produced in the province and also 
impcrts large amounts of power from the Province of Quebec 
completed its second plant on the Madawaska River during 
1942. This plant, at Barrett Chute, has an installation of 56,000 
h.p. and ample reservoir facilities. The Commission is also 
proceeding with the construction of a new generating station at 
DeCew Falls. This plant, drawing water from the Welland Ship 
Canal will have its initial installation of 65,000 h.p. in operation 
this year. The Commission is also rushing the completion of the 
Ogoki River diversion structures by which the flow of that river 
will be turned from James Bay to the Lake Nipigon—St. 
Lawrence drainage to augment the power supply of the Nipigon 
River, Niagara and St. Lawrence River plants. 

Following the addition of a 10,500-h.p. unit, during 1941, in 
its Upper Falls generating station on the Montreal River, the 
Great Lakes Power Company added a 10,900-h.p. unit, during 
1942 to its Lower Falls plant on the same stream. 

Quebec, like Ontario, with a large proportion of Canada’s 
power-using munitions industries has an active program of 
hydro-electric construction in progress. The production within 
the province of 40 per cent. of all the aluminium used by the 
United Nations is made possible by the extensive Saguenay 
River developments of the Aluminium Power Company and its 
associate, Saguenay Power Company. During 1942 the Alu- 
minum Power Company added two units of 55,000 h.p. each to 
its Chute-4-Caron generating station and brought the first two 
units of its great Shipshaw development into operation. The 
addition of eight similar units now on order and the transference 
of the two 55,000-h.p. units temporarily installed at Chute-a- 
Caron will give this station its initial installation of 1,020,000 h.p. 
Large reservoir capacity has also been provided for these plants. 

Additions in progress to the Shawinigan Water and Power 
Company’s System include a 40,000-h.p. unit at Rapide Blanc 
generating station and one of 44,500 h.p. at La Tuque station, 
both on the St. Maurice River. These units are planned for 
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operation in July 1943. Three storage dams providing reservoir 
capacity of 160 square-mile-feet have been constructed to 
further regulate the flow of the river. The Company has extended 
its 110,000-volt transmission system to the south shore of the 
St. Lawrence River thereby materially reducing its power losses. 

The Beauharnois Light, Heat and Power Company has carried 
out extensive dredging of its intake canal and is enlarging the 
tailrace. The remainder of the remedial works to regulate the 
flow of Lake St. Francis for the withdrawal of the water in the 
amount authorised are now under construction. 

Montreal Light, Heat and Power Consolidated installed a 
110,000-volt underground transmission circuit across Montreal 
to permit of more advantageous use of power derived from the 
St. Lawrence and St. Maurice Rivers. Two 40,000-kw. sub- 
stations were added in the Rosemount and Guy Street Districts. 

In the eaS8terly section of the province the Municipality of 
Tadoussac has a 300-h.p. hydro-electric plant under ccnstruction 
on the Moulin-a-Baude River. It is expected to be in operation 
early in 1943. The Lower St. Lawrence Power Company is 
planning the development of a second site on the Metis River 
with an installation of 5,000 h.p. 

In Nova Scotia, the Avon River Power Company completed 
its Lumsden Station at Hell’s Gate on the Black River during 
1942 and in September of that year the Nova Scotia Power 
Commission commenved the development of a site on the Medway 
River at Eel Lake. This plant, 1,290 h.p., is planned for opera- 
tion early this year. 
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INCREASING FOOD PRODUCTION 


The expanding output of factories and other industrial estab- 
sishments is paralleled by increasing production of food that is 
largely made available to Britain and other nations. About a 
fourth of all the meat produced last year was sent overseas and 
two-thirds of the output of cheese was exported. Further 
increases in pork production are indicated; the number of 
hogs on farms last December, 7,750,000 was 19 per cent. more 
than the corresponding figure in 1941. Although the number of 
cattle on farms was much larger than the total a year earlier 
marketings were fewer in 1942 than in 1941. Livestock values 
reflected the advance in the ceiling price of beef last December 
and subsequent increases, it is thought, will induce an accelerated 
movement of cattle to markets this year. 

Cash income from the sale of farm products in 1942, according 
to the official estimate, amounted to 1,083 million dollars, 
exceeding by 184 million dollars the corresponding total in 1941. 
These figures do not include substantial sums received as supple- 
mentary payments made by governmental agencies. Proceeds 
of the sale of dairy products, 21 per cent. of the total cash 
receipts, constituted the largest single item. Other principal 
sources and related shares of the income were: hogs, 18 per 
cent.; cattle, 16 per cept. ; wheat, 13 per cent. and eggs, 5 pei 
cent.—Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 


Trinidad and Tobago 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1942 


Economic conditions in 1942 were influenced mainly by the 
larger number of workers employed cn the United States military 
and naval bases. As the year opened, so much labour was 
employed at the bases that agriculture had to suffer from a 
shortage of workers needed to carry on the cultivation of various 
crops but an extensive agricultural programme to convert some 
15,000 acres to food crops had some success. 

The large pay rolls at the Base brought on a greatly increased 
purchasing power during 1942. There was no corresponding 
increase in production, however, because of the inadequacy of 
raw materials and facilities. 

The war was brought home to Trinidad during 1942 through 
additional measures for civil defence, a fairly acute food shortage 
and the physical presence of the enemy in nearby waters. 
Shortages of water, electricity, charcoal, tyresand tubes occurred. 
Except in the field of food production, agriculture showed a 
tendency to decline in vitality—but the petroleum industry 
operated at record levels throughout 1942. 

The year opened with the Government restricting the importa- 
tion of some goods into the Colony but the progress of 1942 
was evidenced by an expansion of the Government’s bulk- 
purchasing programme to almost all articles and its establish- 
ment of absolute control over all imports and stocks of goods. 


B 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 
The exploitation and manufacture of petroleum products 
continues to be the Colony’s principal industry and it ranks sixth 
in the hemisphere in this field. Facilities for both production 
and refining increased in 1942 and local consumption of petroleum 
products reached record levels because of the greatly augmented 
number of ships and aircraft calling at Trinidad. The asphalt 
trade had a more active year than in 1941 and transhipments of 


le 
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other important products continued regularly and on an 
improved scale after the completion of new installations. 


AGRICULTURE 


Prices for certain types of local produce have been 
guaranteed by the Food Controller to stimuate local food 
production. In general, however, the lack of labour because 
of the great number of workers employed on the United States 
project has taken heavy tolls with respect to the principal 
agricultural products, sugar and cocoa, for their production and 
exports in 1942 were lower than before. Most successful among 
small producers were the grape fruit growers, whose Co-operative 
Association maintained good prices and greatly expanded local 
sales. Tonka-bean exports more than doubled in 1942, but coffee 
did not each 1941 production levels, and the Government had 
to license all manufacturers using copra because of the unusual 
scarcity in coconuts. Rubber production proceeded. satisfac. 
torily.—Foreign Commerce Journal.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1942

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1942 


Preliminary returns of Chile’s foreign trade for the complet 
year 1942 show that, compared with 1941, total exports rose it. 
value to 862,800,000 pesos (of 6d. gold) from 767,900,000 pesos, 
while imports increased to 621,600,000 pesos from 524,800,000 
pesos. The recorded—but not fully effective—favourable 
trade balance of trade in 1942 was therefore 241,200,000 peso 
as compared with 243,100,000 pesos in 1941. It is understood 
that, in January 1943, there were marked declines in the total 
values of both exports and imports compared with December of 
last year.—Bank of London and South America Lid. 
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Peru 
TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATION 


The need for rolling stock and other equipment is acute on 
the Central Railway which serves the central sierra region near 
Lima and the Cerro de Pasco mines. On the Southern Railway 
(Mollendo-Arequipa-Puno), local freight tonnage showed a slight 
increase while the international through traffic continued to 
improve. ; 

The Guaqui Railway, a prolongation of the Southern Railway 
of Peru, operating exclusively through Bolivian territory to La 
Paz—was affected adversely by the low exchange value and 
progressively higher costs of labour and materials. 

Rail buses introduced on the Trujillo, Paita and Pacasmayo 
lines were favourably accepted while the reconstruction of the 
Government section of the Chimbote Railway damaged by 
floods at Huaraz in 1941 is in progress. 

Through stringency of the shipping situation, traffic on the 
Pisco-Ica rail line continued on a reduced scale. A railroad to the 
copper district of. Yauricocha is under construction by a private 
corporation ; additional rails are to be laid on the Cuzco-Santa 
Ana line; and the Martarani Railway is being surveyed. 
Extension of the Pachitea line, to aid in the commercial extrac- 
tion of lumber, is a necessity ; also reopening of traffic on the 
llo-Moquegua and Tablones-Huallanca lines is badly needed. 

Railways have made important contributions in handling 
increased freight and passenger loads. Lack of rolling stock and 
repair materials and equipment prevent greater traffic. 


SHIPPING 


Coastwise shipping continued to make moderate gains in 1942. 
For the period from January to September, an aggregate of 
706,000 metric tons valued at about 102 million soles were 
carried, a slight improvement over 1941. Trade with’ Asiatic 
ports completely disappeared ; with Continental European ports 
it was negligible. 

For the purpose of developing tramsportation facilities in the 
Amazon region, tugs were placed in service on inland waterways 
to work with barges ; services on additional inland waterways 
are projected. 

Freight movement on Lake Titicaca, between Puno in Peru 
and Guaqui, the lake port for Bolivia, showed a decided increase 
in 1942—85,269 tons compared with 80,045 in 1941, 61,011 in 
1940, and 55,599 in 1939. Passenger movement by lake steamers 
totalled 5,872 in 1942 compared with 4,366 in 1941, 5,203 in 
1940 and 5,126 in 1939. Movement of traffic is retarded on the 
Jake from June-November during the dry season.

The trading profit at £214,336 com- 
pared with £184,484 last year. A year ago the company wag able 
to resume payment of dividends with a payment of 6 per cent., less 
tax. This year the directors felt, after consideration of the past 
year’s trading, and taking into account the probable course of 
events during the present year, including taxation liabilities, that 
they could recommend payment of a dividend of 8 per cent. They 
also recommended the transfer of £25,000 to general reserve, bringing 
it up to £100,000. The whole of the expenses in connection with 
the redemption of debenture stock and the issue of new shares to 
replace such stock, amounting to nearly £20,000, had been written 
off this year. 


During the year, in spite of an increase in the value of fixed assets, 
there had, due to the exercise of options and the policy adopted 
of building up substantial reserves, been a further increase in the 
surplus of current assets over current liabilities. The excess now 
amounted to no less than £680,259, and the figure for fixed assets, - 
after applying against it the whole of the reserves, was only £316,646, 
which amounted in value to little more than half the issued ordinary 
stock. In other words, the whole of the preference stock and nearly 
half the issued ordinary stock was represented by current assets. 
This disclosed a very strong position and the directors could justly) 
claim that the policy they had pursued during the last few years 
and the reorganisation they had carried out had been fully justified. 


War conditions made it impossible for him to give anything but 
a very incomplete picture of the activities of the company in 1942, 
nor did he propose at this stage to indulge in prophecies as to the 
future. Events since last they met had moved rapidly, and in the 
right direction, and we might be faced with the problems of peace 
at a substantially earlier date than we would have dared hope for 
a year ago. To the solution of those problems from the industrial 
angle this company would, he was confident, be able to make a 
material contribution. 

In conclusion, the Chairman paid a tribute to the work of the 
Managing Director, Exeeutive Directors, staff and workpeople. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
